It id not as though this is the first time with |j[eachum and it is not that 
he has ever attempted to refute my responses, ^e hasn't and he can't. 

I mentioned Percy and Mathias when we spoke because Percy, as a matter of 
record, was not defeated by Jews and because Jews are not responsible for Mao's 
decision not to run again. 

If nobody at the papers is informed enough to know whether or not Meachum is 
truthful in what he writes and suggest^ it is a sorry situation and both the papers 
and 'readers are hurt by it.
